Points Out Seeming Inconsistencies of En- 
glish Double Standard Advocates, 
London, July 2.—Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, ex-Chancellor of the Exchequer, has 
written a letter in reply to the memorial of 
the Bimetallie League, in which he says: 


memorial, but this is nota fitting time to enter 
into an argument on the subject. I only venture 
upon one observation. The memoria! refers to 
the depreciation of property and the depression 
of industry, particularly agriculture, and attrib- 
utes all the evils to the action of France in aban- 
doning the bimetallic system. which, whileit ex- 
isted, you considered secured to the rest of the 
world the advantages which you believed flowed 
from that system. You do pot, bowever, advert 
to the fact that the depreciation and depression 
of far more serious character occurred during the 
period when, as you maintain, the bimetallic 
system was in practical operation--for instance, 
the thirty years from 1815 to 1845, when the 
evils to which your memorial refers existed in 
far more aggravated form than now. If you 
compare the condition of the people of the urban 
and agricultural districts of that epoch with 
their condition now you will find the wages and 
employment of the working classes contrast most 
unfavorably during your bimetallic elysium with 
their situation in these monometallic days, which 
you deplore.

Russia Has Massed Troops There and Has 
Planted Torpedoes, 

San Francisco, Cal., July 2.—Among the 
arrivals here today were Dr. T. Somiznoff 
and Dr. N. Satrowiek of St. Petersburg, 
physicians ofthe Czar, who are bound to 
Viadivostock. They say for some time past 
the Russian Government has been receiving 
telegrams that there was cholera, or, at 
ieast, indications of it at Nagasaki and 
Yokohama and other points close to the 
Russian possessions. They have been sent to 
Valdivostock to investigate. Dr. Somiznoff 
wasasked as to the report received from 
Tacoma that 80,000 Russian soldiers were 
massed at Valdivostock, and that the harbor 
was set with torpedoes. 

There ure about 60.000 troops there, he 
said, but the government has had them 
there forsome time.

DECIDE TO LAY THE PACIFIC CABLE, 


English Capital Will Connect Vancouver, 
B. C., and Auckland, N. Z 

San Francisco, Cal., July 2.—Hugh Craig, 
Vice-President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
saysfrom a thorough investigation of the 
subject he is convinced the Pacific cable, 
which has been talked about for years on this 
side of the United States and discussed ad in- 
terim in Congress, is to be built by British 
capitalists. Englishmen, Australians, and Ca- 
nadians have decided to undertake the work. 
To avoid international complications a station 
has been decided upon on Fanning Island. The 
cable is to be laid from Auckland, New Zea- 
land, to Norfolk Island. in the South Pacific— 
415 miles. The second section of the cable 
will be frem Norfolk Island to Fiji, 1,002 
miles; the third to Fanning Island, 1,715 
miles, and the fourth and largest section from 
Fanning Island to Vancouver, 8,242 miles. 
The total length of this cable would thus be 
6.484 miles. .

Bascomb Harper, the well-known insurance 
man, died at his apartments at the Dakota, 
Central Park West and ‘Seventy-second 
street, at noon today. Mr. amd Mrs. Harper 
took up their residence at the Dakota two 


months ago. Since that time Mr. Harper 


has beensiling, and his death was not unex- 
pected. 

Mr. Harper was President of the Mutual 
Reserve Fund Life Association of New York. 
He was born in 1842 near Dover, Kent Coun- 
ty, Del., and was a thorough and practical 
life insurance man, as well as an experienced 
business-man. Sept. 16, 1881, the date when

TO GRATIFY A HORRIBLE CURIOSITY. 


Thousands of Men, Women, and Children 
Kush to View a Dead Murderer. 

New York, July 2.—(Special.]—-There was 
a ghastly show in the Eighth Ward today. 
Dr. Robert W. Buchanan, murderer, or as 
much of him as the dissectors had left, was 
on view dufing the best part of the day in 
the undertaker's shop at No, 127 Varick 
street. The body was brought down at 6 
o'clock last night, and from the time of its 
arrival until 2:30 o'clock this morning hun- 
dreds ef curious men and women and small 
children continued to pour through the door, 
and with heads bared gazed at the face of 
the dead man as they filed around his coffin. 
Early this morning Undertaker Hanna made 
an effort to close his shop, but his bell was 
kept ringing so incessantly that two hours 
later he again opened it. 

Throughout the morning the crowd con- 
tinued to pass in, and at 10:30 o'clock it was 
estimated fully 1,500 persons had viewed the 
features of the dead murderer. At times the 
throngs were so great the police had to be 
summoned in order to keep them in line. 
Between the hours of 12 and 1 o'clock, when 
business in the factories in the vicinity was 
suspended, the employés fairly came in 
droves. Schoolchildren also came in crowds 
and there was more than one instance where 
children not over 4 years old were led in to 
view the corpse. Many mothers brought 
their babies intheirarms. It was estimated 
that by 1 o'clock fully 7,000 persons must 
have viewed the body. Some of the more 
impatient ones made desperate attempts to 
satisfy their curiosity before their turn ar- 
rived. Not a few attempted to climb in the 
windows, while others clambered over fences 
and tried to make their way in en the 
rear of the house. 

As the hour for the funeral approached, 
and men, women, and children bore down 
upon the little shop, the scene lost the com- 
parative quiet of the early morning. It be- 
came almost a riot.

CAN DRINK WITH A MEAL. 


Hotels of Gotham Combine to Defeat the 
the Sunday Law. 

New York, July 2.—{Special.]—The Hotel 
Men's Association, which numbers among 
its*members the proprietors of about every 
brominent hotel in the city, has decided to 
resist the attempts of the police to prevent 
them from selling liquor Sundays and to go 
to the courts if necessary. The hotel men 
claim it is their right under the law to sell 
liquor to their guests Sundays with meals, 
so the whole issue rests on what makes a 
man a guest of a hotel and what constitutes 
a meal. Until the present crusade the hotels 
served anybody who took a seat at a table 
in the café or restaurant, making no further 
effort to comply with the law regarding 
meals than to keep a plate of crackers and 
cheese on the table. At the meeting it was 
decided to take their stand. So there has 
been prepafed a little bill of fare for the 
Sunday drinkers. At the top there are a 
lot of five-cent dishes—sandwiches, potato 
salad, crackers and cheese, etc. There are 
other dishes listed on the bill costing as 
high as $1, such as cold paté de foie gras, 
but those high-priced dishes are merely put 
there to give tone to the bill. The five-cent 
dishes are what the thirty are expected to 
order, but this is not supposed to be known. 
The customer will not be charged for what 
he orders to eat from the five-cent list if he 
is a regular patron of the place. 

The hotelkeepers will not limit the amount 
of liquor they will sell to a guest on an order 
of one five-cent meal any more than they 
would to the guest who orders a $5 dinner 
on any other day. They hold that the pur- 
chase of a sandwich makes the purchaser a 
2 and that the sandwich constitutes a 
mea 

Acting Chief of Police Conlin says the 
action of the hotel men is the boldest sort of 
subterfuge. “The intention of the law,“ he 
says, “clearly was to provide that regular 
guests of a hotel, those having rooms in the 
house, could be served with liquor Sundays 
at their meals or in their rooms. We shall 
keep on making arrests until the courts de- 
clare that we have not a right to do 80.“ 

The courts have seemed to favor the hotel 
view of it. At Hollender’s in e Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth street on Sanday liquor 
was sold upon a customer ordering sand- 
wiches. Two waiters were arrested. When 
arraigned in the Harlem police court today 
City Magistrate Crane discharged them, 
taking occasion to remark that it was not 
within the province of the police to say 
whether a meal, to come within the meaning 
of the excise law, should consist of a mere 
water cracker or of a roast of beef. Here- 
after the excise law will be enforced in all 
restaurants in New.

NAVAL TRIAL OF THE Sr. LOUIS. 


the Subsidy Act. 

New York, July 2.—Preparations are mak- 
ing for the trial of the St. Louis to see if she 
will come within the terms of the subsidy act 
as a naval vessel. This vessel will be docked 
at Southampton and made ready for a swift 
trial. She will be given much the same trial 

as is given American warships. She has al- 
ready made the required speed, but not with 
officers on board to report it to the Navy De- 
partment. The law requires that these ships 
must be capable of making twenty knots an 
hour in ordinary weather. The regulations 
of the department under which Commander 
Bradford will act will require the ship to 
make twenty knots an hour for four consecu- 
tive hours. She will be run over a course of 
forty knots and return. 

The steamship New Tork of the American 
line has been inspected by the naval con- 
e structor, F. L. Fernand, who found that it 
is capable of being speedily transformed into 
an excellent auxiliary cruiser. He says the 
ship would be a dangerous commerce de- 
stroyer. It would ca ten six-inch rapid- 
firing rifles and a powerful secondary bat- 
tery, and it could overtake anything afloat 
in the merchant service except the Cam- 
pania and Lucania of the Cunard line.

Industrial Language Book could be dispensed 
with. He had taken considerable pains 
to simplify matters for the com mittee by con- 
densing each one’s opinion in a typewritten 

paragraph. 

Fitty-eight extracts, all in favor of discard- 
ung from Chicago’s schools this particular 
text-book, were read. The writers used such 
expressions as “It should give way, Can 
be dropped without injury,” ** Could profit- 
abiy be discar led,“ “Never felt tne need of a 
primary language book,” “It is practically 
useless, It is a superflous work,” It prac- 
ticaliy kills the first 75 pages of Maxwell’s 

rammar,“ “It never interests the classes, 

*Teachers are the best guides for such werk.” 


And More to Come. 


Me. Rosenthal explained that there are yet 
some ninety odd teachers to hear trom on the 
subject. s moved that the book be discard- 
ed as an unnecessary expense. It costs 40 
cents a copy and is of no benefit.“

Thornton thought the book gave 2,000 teach- 
ers a plan to follow, and was notin favor of 
discontinuing its use unless Mr. Rosenthal or

This book fight has waged 
fiercely for two months, the American Book 
company having seven agents in the field. 


BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY IN OREGON, 


Bandits Hold Up Southern Pacific, Express 
and Capture Over $3,000. 

Roseburg, Orę., July 2.—The Southern 
Pacific north-bound overland train was held 
up last night about 10 o’clock, at the north 
end of the canyon, just south of Riddle sta- 
tion. The robbers, three in number, had 
placed dynamite on the track, which exploded 
and raised the engine up and broke the flange 
on the forward truck, bringing the train to u 
standétill. Conductor T. .J. Kearney, who 
was in. charge of the train, ran out but was 
met by one of the bandits, who fired at him 
with his pistol, the builet grazing his head. 
The bandit them ordered the conductor to get 
inside and stay there, an order that he was 
not slow to obey, hid ing himself in a Pullman 
sioset, from which he saw one man patrolling 
the bank which overlooked the train. 

Another bandit made Engineer Waite and 
the fireman get off the engine and go to me 
express car and order it opened. Expressman 
Denohue had taken out his way treasure at 
the first alarm and relocked his box. Thie he 
reopened at the order of the robbers, They 
then ordered tne engineer, fireman, and ex- 
press messenger to eater the mail car. Postal 
Clerk Herman gave up all registered pouches, 
which tne robber ordered his men to cut open. 
He then ordered the railroad employés to go 
to the passenger coaches and aasist him 
in relieving the passengers of their valuables. 

They passed all who had the appearance of 
workingmen, but wade others boldvup their 
hands while they went through their pockets, 
the robber standing over them with a pistol. 
The Sheriff of Kiamath County was on board 
with a prisoner. The robber appropriated 
the Sheriif’s pistol. None of the lauies were 
molested. During the time of the robbery, 
which was ove hour and forty-tive minutes, 
the robbera outside kept firing sticks of dyna- 
mite to intimidate the passengers. 

After the chief robber had secured his 
booty he ordered the engineer to proceed 
north. He then shot out tue headlight and 
fired five additional s@ots, which was a signal 
to his companions. They then disappeared 
in the darkness, 

It is estimated that the robbers secured 
from $2,000 to $4,000 altogether. One pas- 
senger in the Pullman gave up $400; others 
contributed in amounts ranging from $3 to 
$90. When the cause of the stoppage of the 
train was known the passengers began hiding 
money and valuables, throwmg them under 
the seats, in hatracks, and stuffing bvots and 
shoes. Many afterwards dug up and gave at 
the robbers’ request. 

A bridal couple in the day coach were the 
first passengers held up. All their money was 
taken. Both sat with their hands up for ap 
‘hour after the robber left the car. R. E. Smith, 
special agent of the Phoenix (Hartford) Insur- 
ance company, with two friends, was in the 
Pullman smoking-room when they heard the 
first bomb. They looked out the window and 
were told by the robbers with many oaths to 
pull their heads inside, whereupon they piled 
over each other in the middie room to get 
away from the shots. 

The robber asked the porter at every berth, 
„Lady or gent? Lower berths only were 
inspected. Ladies were not disturbed. A 
Berkeley student, sound asleep in the Puli- 
man, knew nothing of the hold-up until 
punched in the ribs with a pistol and told to 
dig up. As the robber did not want to spoil 
the bed linen the student gave up everything, 
including a gold watch. The robber laughed 
and talked with the passengers while taking 
their valuables. 

Washington, D. C., July 2.—-Employés of 
the Baltimore and Ohio thiak aa attempt was 
made by robbers last night to wreck a: east- 
bound fast express train about thirty-five 
miles from here. The train was running at 
high speed about midnigut. when suddenly 
there was a terrific explosion. The tfain was 
brought to a standstill, Though the cars had 
been considerably damaged and the head- 
light of tne locomotive scattered through the 
woods, no person had been injured. The 
train is known as the money truin, and it 
isthought that dynamite was used to wreck it 
in the hope of looting the express Car.

PROF. HARRINGTON OF THE WEATHER 
BUREAU IS DISMISSED. 


His Disagreements with Secretary Morton 
Result in the President Ousting Him 
from Office=Great Secrecy Maintained 
Regarding the Affair, but a Sensation 
May Yet Develop—Howgate Sentenced 
to Eight Tears Plaus for New War Ves- 
sels=Republican Club Organized. : 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—Prof. Mark W. 
Harrington, Chief of the Weather Bureau, 
has been relieved from duty, owing to a dis- 
agreement with Secretary Morton. The call 
for his resignation was made June 19. He 
declined to resign and subsequently was re- 
moved by the President to take effect July 1. 
James F. Cook, chief clerk of the Weather 
Bureau, is acting head of the bureau until a 
successor to Prof. Harrington is appointed. 
The relations between Secretary Morton and 
Prof. Harrington, who was appointed from 
Michigun, are known to have been strained 
for many months, and correspondence be- 
tween them has been carried on only in the 
most formal language. 

Soon after the change of administration 
Secretary Morton instituted an investigation 
of the business affairs of the bureau. The re- 
suits did not implicate Prof. Harrington in 
any way, but it tended to ‘increase the 
strained relations between the Secretary and 
himself, The President had had the matter 
under advisement for some time and had 
been urged several times to make the formal 
request, but hesitated on the ground, it is 
said, that Prof. Harrington should be left to 
settle the matter by voluntarily stepping out. 
After he reached Gray Gables, however, the 
President decided to request the resignation. 

Declined to Resign. 

Prof. Harringtan replied to the President 
declining to resign, saying he considered he 
had done nothing to warrant the action. Then 
the President sent a letter briefly stating that 
Prof. Harrington was relieved from office, 
the removal to take effect July 1. 

Monday morning Secretary Morton formal- 
ly designated Mr. James F. Cook, the chief 
clerk, to act as Chief of the bureau, pending 
the selection of a successor to Prof. Harring- 
ton. This was done under an existing 
statute that provides for sucha contingency. 
Under ordinary circumstances the Assistant 
Chief of sucha bureau would be designated 
to act, but in the present case this position is 
filled by Maj. H. C. Dunwoody, U.S. A., and 
it is doubtfui if he could act as Chief in the 
present emergency. The greatest secrecy is 
preserved by all the officials regarding this 
removal. Secretary Morton would not talk., 
„ That is a matter,“ be said, that belongs 
properly to the White House. Prof. Harring- 
ton’s commission bears the name of 
the President of the United States and 
not of the Secretary of Agriculture, and if 
there isanything to be stuted in regard to 
this position it must come from the White 
House. Until some official announcement is 
made from the White House | have no com- 
munication to make. Mr. Cook is acting 
chief under the law.”’ 

At the White House no positive informa- 
tion could be obtained. Mr. Pruden, the act- 
ing private secretary, said he had no authori- 
ty to make any statement whatever, and that 
until he had some authorization from the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture or the President he could 
not say anything whatever. 


Statement of the Professor. 


Prof. Harrington himself suid today: On 
the 19th of June the President asked for my 
resignation because of personal interests. I 
declined to give it on the score of public in- 
terests and my removal followed promptly, 
taking effect Juiy 1. The personal interests 
involved were discussed by me in my letter 
to the President and [ feel I have not re- 
ceived just or considerate treatment with re- 
gard to them. Among the public interests 
which I have had steadily in view were the 
preservation of the sclentitic corps and the 
protection of that bureau from the spoils- 
man. When a scientific bureau descends to 
the four-year officeholding plane it at once 
loses prestige and ceases to be a desirable 
post for competent men.“ 

Prof. Harrington was appointed because of 
his long acquaintance with meteorologys for 
many years having been the editor a jour- 
nal devoted to that science. He $a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Ann Arbor/University. 
It is said that altnough there is some pressure 
for the succession to Prof. Harrington’s posi- 
tion no civilian will be appointed to that post, 
asithas long been the desire of Secretary 
Morton that Maj. Dunwoody, who is thor- 
oughly acquainted with all the details of the 
Weather Bureau work, in whom he has great 
confidence, should be placed in charge, It is 
kuowa Maj. Dunwoody would not relinquish 
his commission in the army for this prefer- 
ment, which would mean no increase of pay 
for him. 


SECRETARY MORTON POINTS A MORAL, 


Cogent Illustration of the Evil Results of 
Free Coinage. 

Washington, D. C., July 2.—[Special, ]— 
Secretary Morton, in the course of an argu- 
ment the other day against. cheap money, 
gave a practical illustration while jingling 
some Chinese copper cash, It was stated the 
pieces in question, which contained as much 
copper by weight as two United States pen- 
nies, were worth one-tenth of a cent in trade. 
„ don’t know how that may be, remarked 
the Secretary of Agricuiture, “ but they fur- 
nish a good argument against the free coin- 
age of anything, Some time ago China got 
into about the same financial fix that we are 
going through now. People insisted they did 
So the Emperor 
said: ‘All right, Vil fix vou so 
you will have all the money you can possibly 
carry around with you.’ He started to coin 
this copper money, and he coined, and c ined, 
and kept coining. When he got the country 
flooded with the things the value of them de- 
preciated, A friend of mine from Boston, 
who has been years in the China trade, bought 
up a whole shipload of the stuff for one of his 
vessels that was coming back iight and loaded 
itinas ballast. He brought it around to 
Boston and sold it for old copper and cleared 
$600 on the transaction. That shows how 
much the government’s stamp on anything in 
the shape of money is worth.”

Russia Rich in Iron Ore That Could Be 
Mined at a Profit. 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—Consul-General 
Karel at St. Petersburg reports on the iroa in- 
dustry of Russia. He says: The prodaction of 
pig iron in Russia in 1894 was 1,498,648 tons. 
The Consul-General speaks in high terms of the 
Ural iron, where the ore yields 64 per cent in 
smelting. The manufacture of pigiron is carried 
on mainly by charcoal fuel. South Russia is 
rich in mineral fuel, but very little has bean done 
with reference to iron ore. Mr. Karel says that 
thus far Russia has neglected the riches which 
nature bas given her and off great induce- 
ments in iron for those who wish to invest in it. 


Heavy Sales of Stamps. 


Official figures, compiled at Postoffice De- 
partment, show. the total n of stamps of 
all kinds issued to posteoffices during the decal 
year just closed was 2.828,000,000, valued at 
856.885.418. This amount is an increase in val- 
uation of $4,000,000 over last year. The total 
value of envelopes issued to postoffices was $12,- 
086,019, and of postal cards $4,968,161. 


Civil Service in Pension Offices. 


The work of readjusting and classifying the 
forces of the pension offices of the country has 
just been completed, with a view to extending to 
them the protection of the civil service laws. 
The date when the civil service order will go 
into effect has not yet been determined, but it 
will probably be at an early day.

JUDGES CONSIDER THE PAROLE LAW. 


Determine to Proceed Under Its Provis- 
ions=Judge Goggin in Line. 

The Judges sitting in the Criminul Court 
have decided that the new indeterminate sent- 
ence law which went into effect July 1 does 
not apply to offenses committed prior to that 
date. It was decided at a meeting yesterday 
afternoon, at which there were present Judges 
Baker, Brentano, Tuthill, and Neely, all of 
those sitting in the Criminal Court except 
Judge Goggin. The constitutionality of the 
law was not questioned, 

The Judges base their opinion upon Sec. 
4 of Chap. 131, Revised Statutes of Illinois, 
entitled Construction of the Statutes,” 
which reads as follows: 

Sec. 4. Rights, ete., saved, criminal cases— 
No new law shall be construed to repeal a 
former law. whether such former law is expressly 
repealed or not. as to any offense commit- 
ted against the former law, or as to any 
act done, any penalty, forfeiture, or pun- 
ishment incurred, or any right accrued 
or claim arising under the former law, or 
in any way whatever to offset any such offense or 
act so committed or done, or any penalty, for- 
feiture, or punishment so incurrsd, or any right 
accrued or claim arising before the new law 
takes effect, save only that the proceedi 
thereafter shall conform so far as practicable 
the laws in force at the time of such proceeding. 
If any penalty, forfeiture, or punishment be mit- 
igated by any provisions of a new law, such pro- 
visions may, by the consent of the. 
party affected, be applied to 
judgment “pronounced after the new law 
takes effect. This section shall extend to 
all repeais either by express words or by impli- 
cation, whether the repeal is in the act makin 
any new provision upon the same subject or in 
any other act. 

The new law requires that the evidence and 
all other facts concerning a convicted pris- 
oner shall be written out and gent to the 
warden of the penitentiary,” said Judge 
Neely in speaking of the matter after the 
meeting. Now aman might be convicted 
ofa pretty serious offense, whose reputation 
was bad, but whose offense did not warrant 
extreme punishment under the old law, and 
yet when the Penitentiary Board received the 
papers in his case they could keep him in 
prison for twenty years or for lite. e have 
decided that the section quoted as well as 
other sections of the law governing the re- 
formatory institution of the State cover the 
case. Therefore we have decided that in the 
trial of all cases in which the offense was 
committed prior to July 1 in which there are 
a the jury will be instructed to fix 
the punishment as heretofore.”

At the regular meeting of the trustees of 
the Drainage District yesterday the first 


matter that claimed their attention was the 


vice and disorder that prevail along the’ 
The subject was brought 

up by Trustee Eckhart, on whose motion the 

foHowing resolutions were adopted without 

opposition: 

Whereas, It appears from the report of the 
Marshal of the district that numerous saloons 
are located outside of the right of way of the 
district, but in proximity thereto, a numebr of 
which are within two miles of incorporated towns 
or villages, and are reported to be in operation 
without legal license; therefore be it 

Ordered, That the attorney be and he is hereby 
directed to consider and report to this board what 
steps, if any, may be lawfully taken by the sani- 
tary district to close such saloons as are being 
carried on without legal license, which.are located 
within the police jurisdiction of the district. 

In the debate on the subject Trustee Eck- 
hart said it appeared from one of the Mar- 
shal’s reports that the saloons run by the 
commissary department of Mason, Hoge, 
King & Co. had been closed. He expressed 
the opinion that the board might by proper 
measures be able to suppress the saloon ele- 
ment. 

The subject was kept before the board by 
the reading of the following communication 


from Marshal Edward Williams at Lemont: | 


I beg to advise you that Tuesday evening, June 
7, I met by appointment several of the Village 
Board, including Henry Kaller, the President of 
the Village of Spring Forest, and entered protest 
against the issuance of saloon licenses by them to 
saloons located along and near Archer avenue, 
between their village limits and Koch’s bridge. 
Mr. Coburn, their village attorney, was also pres- 
ent, and strongly advised them not to issue such 
licenses. Mr. Kaller promised us that such ac- 
tion should be deferred and that he, Kaller, would 
join Mr. Coburn in a conference with your Presi- 
dent and the legal department of the Sanitary 
District looking to the abolition of those places. 
After Mr. Coburn and I had left the Board of Vil- 
lage Trustees convened and granted a license to 
John Grass and two licenses to John Contino. All 
of these places are more than a mile from the cor- 
porate limits of the Village of Spring Forest, and 
so located that proper police surveillance is al- 
most impossible. I trust that means may be 
found to prevent the further issuance of licenses 
in the territory mentioned. 

Trustee Cooley, from the Committee on 
Engineering and Finance, made a report on 
the lake level question. He said according 
to all present calculations, which, however, 
were not based on any actual measurements, 
the lake level could not be lowered by the 
drainage channel more than from two and 
one-half to five inches. But measurements 
would be required before reliable calcula- 
tions could be made, and they should extend 
through several years, so as to obtain the 
outflow of the several outlets at all stages 
of water, and its wide range of conditions. 
The report concluded as follows: 

As the questions raised were largely of a tech- 
nical nature the committee did not review the sub- 
ject matter. They strongly urged, however, that 
the outflow of the several lakes be measured 
through a term of years and under all conditions 
in order to arrive at an accurate conclusion in the 
matter. 

Vouchers for $26,834, the June pay-roll, 
were presented and passed. 


LEWIS INSTITUTE GETS DEAN CARMAN, 


His Career as an Instructor in Michigan 
and This City, 

The trustees of thé Lewis Institute have 
selected as its head George Noble Carman, 
the dean and associate professor at the Mor- 
gan Park Academy. Prof. Carman was 
graduated from the University of Michigan 
with the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 1881, 
and immediately became principal of the 
Ypsilanti High School. He was next Super- 
intendent of Schools at Union City, Mich., 
and in 1885 became the principal of a gram- 
mar school in Brooklyn, N. v. In 1889 he re- 
moved to St. Paul and Minneapolis, from 
which place, after acquiring a reputation as 
one of the finest teachers of English in the 
West he came to Chicago, and was made 
dean of the University Academy at Morgan 
Park in 1892, when it was first opened, In 
this position he has built up an admirable 
preparatory school, which, it is said, bids 
fair to rival Andover and Exeter. Prof. 
Carman’s place in this institution will be 
filled ty Prof. Charles Herbert Thasher of 
Colgate University.

Stewards at Sheepshead Bay Suspend Him 
for His Suspicious Ride on Wernberg= 
Floretta Backed Heavily for the Vernal 
Stakes, but Does Not Get a PlacewAxiom 
Takes an Early Lead and Is Never 
Headed- Reiff Rides Badly on Daily 
America and Is Fined. | 


New York, July 2.—The card for today’s 
racing sent a good crowd to Sheepshead 
Bay, and some interesting contests were 
seen. There was much interest in the de- 
cision of the stewards over the Wernberg 
race of yesterday, and after the third race 


it was announced that Jockey Overton had 


been suspended and a recommendation made 
to the Jockey club for a revocation of his 
license. 


There was a good deal of speculation about . 


the Vernal Stakes, and Floretta was heavily 
backed at even money. She was not placed, 
however. At the fall of the flag, Axiom, 
from P. J. Dwyer’s Stable, took the lead 
and was never headed, winning handily at 
the odds of 10 to 1. 

There was trouble in the second race 
through the reckless riding of Reiff on Daily 
America. In trying to catch Paladin, who 
was leading by about twenty lengths, he 
nearly crowded the other two horses over 
the fence. He caught Paladin at the head 
of the stretch and came home an easy win- 
ner by three parts of a length. After the 
race Reiff was called into the steward’s 
stand, fined $100, and warned that any 
more such reckless riding would cause his 
suspension. 

In the fourth race, just after the flag fell, 
Pitfall ran into Clovis, knocking both out of 
the race. Hazleton, the favorite, and The 
Swain made the running, and in a driving 
finish the former won by a neck. The jock- 
eys were fined $25 each for disdbedience at 
the post. The Long Island Handicap was 
by far the best race of the meeting, for the 
result was in doubt to the last stride. They 
got the flag together in fine shape, with 
Peacemaker and Redskin as pacemakers, 
and the others bunched close behind.

COLONISTS PURCHASE GEORGIA 


One Hundred and Thirteen Thousand Acres 
Bought by the Soldiers’ Company. 

Baltimore, Md., July 2.—[ Special.] — The 
Soldiers’ Colonization company of Indiana 
has made a deal through the Savannah, Amer- 
icus and Montgomery railroad company for 
the purchase of 113,000 acres of land in Wil- 
cox and Irwin Counties, Ga., for coloniza- 
tion. The property is bounded on the north 
by the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery, 
which is hereafter to be known‘as the Geor- 
gia and Alabama railroad. It is estimated 
5.000 families, or about 30,000 persons, will 
settle within the next two years on the land. 
The colonization movement isto begin next 
September. Itis the intention of the colon- 
ists to settle on farms of sizes according to 
their means. In addition to farmers the 
colony will include artisans, fruit-growers, 
and others seeking more favorable labor, 
climatic, and health conditions. They will 
come from Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Ne- 
bra-ka, Wisconsin, and other Western States. 

The company purchasing the property isa 
joint stock organization formed several years 
ago and numbering about 7,000 stockho.ders.

They 
want corruption exposed whereve@g, it can be 
found, and they would like to seé the Gov- 
ernor’s bluff met by a resolution of the Legis- 
lature calling on him to lay before a grand 
jury at once any evidence he may have 
touching legislative bribery. Then he wilJ 
have to put up or shut up.

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PROPOSED ARBITRATION BILL. 

At the regular session of the Legislature no’ 
arbitration law was enacted. One went 
through the House, but when it reached the 
Senate the Republicans decided that it would 
be better not to be in too much haste. The 
bill gave the appointment of the three mem- 
bers of the board to Altgeld. It was certain 
that he would appoint three Democratic dem- 
agogues of the worst partisan kiud, .who 
would begin encouraging strikes and stirring 
up strife the minute they got their commis- 
sions. His appointees would be men who 
would go around among employés telling 
them they were not paid enough, that their 
employers were robbing them, and that if 
they stood up for their rights the board would 
stand by them. These three pestilent dem- 
agogues wouid have defeated the purposes of 
the law. Instead of being a promoter of 
peace it would have been a daily cause of in- 
dustrial war, It is trve that the bill provided 
for the confirniation of the arbitratord by the 
Senate, but there was a justifiable fear that the 
Governor would hold back his appointments 
until after the Legislature had adjourned, and 
thus inflict his firebrands on the State for 
nearly two years. 

Anxious to enact a law, but unwilling to do 
so in such a way as to enable Alige.d to make 
ita burden of strife and curse ‘to the com- 
munity, it was decided fina.ty that the best 
course to pursue would be for the General 
Assembly to select the first three members 
itself. giving to future Governors the appoiat- 
ment of their successors. This was done 
when tne South Park act was passed. The 
first Commissioners were named in the law, 
and the appointment of their successors was 
left to the Circuit Court Judges. It was felt 
by the Republicans that if they put in the bill 
the names of three conservative, capable, 
unbiased men, two of them Republicans and 
the third a Democrat, the iaw would be 
flawless and the people would be satisfied 
with the exception of those individuals whose 
business it is to sow the seeds of strife, 

It was then so late in the session, however, 
that there was not time to get the measure 
through in its amended form, Had it not 
been fora well-founded distru-t of Altgeld 
which the labor men—especially the cigar- 
makers—ipust share, since they have seen 
how his pledges made to them have been 
broken, there would be an arbitration law on 
the statute books now. Altgeld was the only 
obstacie, and the workingmen, whom, he is 


seeking to persuade that he is for such a 


measure and the Republicans in the Legis- 
ture are against it, ought to understand that. 

He has called an extra session and has 
specified as one of the subjects for considera- 
tion this arbitration law. Hus sincerity in do- 
ing so will be put to the test. This summer, 
this fail, or this winter the Legislature will 
take up this question, and it will pass and 
send to him a bili which will designate the men 
Who will administer the law. They will be 
good men. Their qualifications will be un- 
impeachable, They will not be partisans, in- 
dustrially or politically. That bill will have 
an emergency clause attached to it, and if it 
receives the necessary number of votes, and 
the Governor does not kill it, it will go inte 
effect at once. 

If Altgeld orders his Democratic tools not 
to vote for such a bill becau-e it deprives him 
of the power to foment mischief, then it will 
not pass with an emergency clause. If it 
passes without it and the Governor chooses to 
veto it because the appointment of the mem. 
bers of the board is not given to him, then it 
will be impossible to pass the bill over his 
veto unless a few Democrats have more af. 
fection for the cause of arbitration than they 
have for Altgeld. It the measure fails to pass 
over the veto and any reference is made as to 
the subject by the Democrats auring the cam- 
paigu of next year, it will be easy to show the 
voters that Altgeld and his tools were the 
chaps who were responsibie for the failure to 
enact a fair bill, 

So it is unnecessary for the labor unions to 
pass resolutions calling on the General As- 
sembly to deal with this question of arbitra- 
tion. It will gladly do so if Altgeld, who has 
been stirring up the unions to pass such a 
resolution, will allow a law to be enacted. If 
he does not block the way one will be in force 
by July 1, 1896, or sooner, 

It he insists on having an arbitration law 
which he can use to make himself Senator 
and to breed strikes, lockouts, and riots then 
it may take longer. 

When the Legislature does come to act on 
this subject, however, there is one point which 
must not be lost sight of, and that is that the 
railroads must not bo left out. If the people 
generally “want arbitration anywhere they 
want it us Regards railroads,because no indus- 
trial war injurés them so much as one which 
interferes with their transportation facilities. 
The strike which city people dread the most 
isa street railroad one. That which jits city 
and country the hardest is a steam railroad 
one. It is desired to accomplish two things 
by arbitration. ne is to reconcile em- 
ployer and employs for the sake of their per- 
sonal interests. The other is to protect the 
community from loss and disorder growing 


out of a strike, The interests of tne commu-

been suggested that the plan recommended 


by it, which the Legislature did not adopt in 


1887, would be a good one o adopt now. 

The first’ thing recommended by the com- 
mission was the divorcement of the collec. 
tion of State and local revenues, It was sug- 
gested that all the money required for State 
purposes be raised by a tax on railroads, ex- 
press, telegraph, and telephone companies, 
insurance companies. and public warehouse- 
men, but that it in any year that tax did not 
produce enough the deficiency might be met 
by extending a small tax upon the county 
assessments. The adoption of this method, 
it was argued, would do away with the in- 
ducement to make low local assessments in 
order to shirk State taxation as much as pos- 
sible, 

The next recommendation was to dispense 
with Township Assessors and to elect one 
foreach county, holding office for four years 
and being ine.igibie for immediate reélection. 
It was assumed that that would stop the mak- 
ing of too low assessments in order to gain 
popu'arity and keep a job. It was the opinion 
of the commussion that with County Assessors 
and a severance of the connection between 
State and local taxation that dream of the 
believers in high taxes—a fair cash valua- 
tion could be realized and large amounts 
of personal property which have hitherto 
wholly escaped taxation’’ would be put 
on the assessment rolls. The personal 
property referred to is mainly intangible 
equities which ought not to be taxed, for the 
tangible property on which it ia a lien pays a 
tax. |The scheme of the com mission. contem- 
plated double taxation aggregating several 
hundred millions in the State, Thus every per- 
son who had loaned money or sold property on 
time payments, whether merchandise, manu- 
factures, or real estate, was to be taxed on 
the promises of repayment, while the pur- 
chaser of the property was also to be taxed 
upon it. The man who had borrowed money 
was to be taxed on the improvements it pro- 
duced; and the man who had rented the mon- 
ey and parted with its possession was also to 
be taxed on it, or rather on the borrower's 
promise to refund it. All of which was wrong 
and inequitab!e. 

The commission admitted that as the valua- 
tions went up the rates of taxation and the 
percentage of permissible indebtedness 
should be lowered. It was recommended that 
the county rate be reduced from 75 cents on 
the hundred dollars to 25 cents, the city 
rate from 2 per cent to one-hailfof 1 per 
cent, that the park and school rates be one- 
fourth of what they were, and that rates fur 
other purposes be one-third. It was recom- 
mended also that the power of municipalities 
toincur indebtedness be limited to 2 per 
cent instead of 5 as now. 

It is assumed by the Real Estate Board of 
this city that on the average real estate is as- 
sessed at an eighth of its true value. What 
personal property is taxed certainly is not as- 
sessed any nearer its true valde. Therefore, 
a full cash valuation of property now assessed 
would be about two billions, and the city 
would be able to run in debt forty m iliions, 
or twenty-two millions more than it owes 
now. The 2 per cent tax produces now about 
five millions. Tbe tax of one-half of 1 por 
cent would bring in ten millions on a 
full cash valuation. The park taxes would 
be doubied and the drainage tax would 
be two and two-thirds times as heavy 
as itis now. Councils and boards are in the 
he h of levying all the taxes the law allows. 
They may not need all the mouey they are 
empuwered to raise, but they always raise it 
and spend it. 

Therefore if the Legisiature is going to 
make a new revenue law the measure submit- 
ted by the Hay Commission wiil need mod- 
ification before receiving the approval of 
Ch.cago taxpayers, It has some unobjection- 

able features, like the one concerning State 
revenues, but it ha: several bad ones, It 

would enable the different taxing agencies to 
extort too much money from the taxpayers 
and would result inevitably in oppression.

THE SHERIFF AND THE JAIL. 

The editor of the Chronicie says that the 
Sheriff of this county is getting rich off the 
allowance made him by the County Board for 
feeding prisoners, in violation of the consti- 
tutional provision that the Sheriff of Cook 
County shall receive as his only compensation 
asalary to be fixed by law. The editor of 
that sheet professes also tu be of the opinion 
that the editor of Tux Tripune is entitled to 
all the praise for the insertion of that pro- 
vision in the Constitution, and must bear the 
blame for its alleged violation. 

This Chroaicie zeal for the observance of 
the Constitution would not wear as partisan a 
hue had it been displayed when Kern or 
Agnew, Democrats both, was the Sheriff and 
Was making money out of boarding jail pris 
oners. The present editor of the Chronicle 
was writing for Democratic papers then and 
had a free hand. He could have criticised 
these Democratic Sheriffs had he wanted to, 
But he abstained carefully. At present a Re. 
publican holds the office, and the Chronicle 
in order wo show its superiative loyaity to 
Bourbonisfif and its rabid partisanship does 
not let a day go by without denouncing in a 
Republican what it found no fault with in a 
Democrat. f 

The editor of this paper was a member 
of the constitutional convention. And mat- 


referred to a committee consisting of its 
seven members. The provision regarding the 
payment of fixed salaries and forbidding the 
pocketing of feesand emoluments met with 
the approval of the seven members, but Judge 


‘Eiliot Anthony was its sponsor and special 


champion. It is not right for the Chronicle 
to attempt to rob him of his just dues. 

Even if as is alleged the Constitution is 
being trespassed upon in boarding jail prison- 
ers the responsibility of the editor of Tus 
Tripune therefor is not apparent to the naked 
eye. The charge is that the Sheriff is allowed 
25 cents a day per head for feeding prisoners; 
that it costs him only four cents (?) and that 
he pockets the difference, and thus gets more 
than his salary. 

The law says that “the Sheriff of each 
county in the State shall be the keeper of the 
jail of the county and have the custody of all 
prisoners in such jail.’’ The law imposes on 
the Sheriff the duty of feeding the prisoners. 
The statute says: “The keeper of the jail 
shall serve each prisoner three times a day 
with wholesome food, well cooked, and in 
suffi ient quantity.“ 

It is provided also that the cost and er- 
pense of keeping and maintaining the prison- 
ers shail be paid from the County Treasury.” 


While the law remains as it is the County 
Board cannot take the feeding of prisoners |} 


out of the Sheriff's hands. Attempts which

ernor have full power to do that. Tun TuIB- 
uns had no such power; and as Aitgeld has 
not included tuis subject in his many abject 
calls the Legislature cannot deal with it at 
the special session, The editor of the Chron- 
icle is supposed to have sense enough to 
know all these things.

THE INDIANA LIQUOR LAW. 


At ite last session the Indiana Legislature: 


passed a new dram-shop act which went into 
effect yesterday, and the iegalitf of which 
will be contested at once by the saloon men. 
They have hired the ablest lawyers they could 
induce to work for them, and will lea ve noth- 
ing undone to upset a law, some of the pro- 
visions of which they regard as vexatious, 
while they believe others will interfere seri. 
ously with their business. They object bit- 
terly to the provision empowering a majority 
of the voters of any township or ward to filea 
remonpstrance with the Board of County Com- 
missioners and prevent fora period of two 
years the granting of a saloon license within 
that territory. The saloonists appreciate-the 
fact that they will be unab.e under this law to 
carry on business in many residence wards 
where they have hed no difficulty in estab ish- 
ing themselves in the past ugainst the wishes 
ofa great majority of the property-owners. 
There are many cities in Indiana as weil ae in 
this State where a decided majority of the 
popular vote would be cast against no license, 
but where the inhabitants of residence dis- 
tricts would keep salvons out of their own 
neighborhoods if they could. If a village of 
a few thousand people can exercise the right 
of local option there 16 no reason why a city 
ward with a great many thousands of inhabi- 
tants should not have it. 

The law also requires the saloon to be on 
the ground floor and fronting the street. At 
times when it is ufiawful to do business the 
Windows must be left uncurtained, so that a 
person can see from the street that liquor is 
not being sold. Darkening the windows Sun. 
days or holidays so as to make the inspection 
of the interior impossible is prima facie evi. 
dence of guilt, It is unlawful for any one 
except the proprietor or his family to go into 
a saloon on days when it is closed by law. 

It is provided also that the room in which 
liquor is sold must de separate from the one 
in which any other business is carried on. 
There must be no partition in the room, nor 
must there be music or devices of any kind 
for amusement, such as billard or pool tables. 
It was the desire of the framers of the law 


that saloonkeepers should not be allowed to 


do anything to make drinking specially at- 
tractive or to induce visitors to stuy any 
longer than was necessary to get a drink and 
pay for it. Naturally this section is very of- 
fensive to those saloon men who want the as- 
sistance of cheap music, cheap song, and 
gambling devices to swell their sales. It is 
ceptain that the less attractive a drinking re- 
sort is the smaller will be the amount of 
liquor consumed there, 

While the saloon men will make the best 
fight they can to have this law declared un- 
constitutional, it does not seem probable that 
they will succeed, The liquor business is one 
which the courts everywhere look on as one 
distinct from all others and amenable to reg- 
ulations which would be illegal or inequitable 
if applied to others. They are not inclined 
to hoid unconstitutional any law, no matter 
how stringent, which regulates the liquor bus- 
iness for the purpose of minimizing its evils, 
and the Indiana Supreme Court wiil be no ex- 
ception to the rule, 


THE:KENTUCKY HYBRID. 

The sublimated 50 per cent money blather- 
skite, Dan Voorhees, who ueed to be called 
“The Tall Sycamore of the Wabash,”’ has 
been delivering himself of the following 
„learned but decidedig foggy opinion of 
the result of the staltitication Democratic con- 
vention in Kentucky: 


It [the convention] reminds me of an expres- 
sion we had, when I was a boy, in describing a 
wrestiing match. When neither lad got much of 
an advantage over the other it was called a dog 
fall.“ At Louisville one faction nominated the 
ticket and the other made the platform, and 
they came out about even, with bimetailism, in 
the abstract, on top. 


This means that in the opinion of Voorhees 
the nominee. dominates the platform, He 
said afterwards that Hardin is a friend 
of silver money,“ and euiogizes him as a 
man, while he declared that the platform 
did not mean gold monometallism in 1892, 
and does not mean it now.“ But neither does 
it mean silver monometallism, and that is 
what Voorhees and the fellows who are 
shouting with him, Hardin included, want 
very badly. What they are demanding is a 
declaration by law for a bimetaliism”’ that 
would consist of 50-cent silver dollars. The 
statement by Voorhees is in keeping with 
his well-known obiiquity of vision and 
maudlin utterances in times past. Any 
man blessed with an eye single to 
the cause of truth and honesty will 
know that it does not help the strength of 
a sound money platform to puton top of it 
an advocate of debased money, such as Hardin 
avowedly is, and thas with right thinking peo- 
ple it does not add to the strength of Hard- 
in’s position to put him on a platform 
which he repudiates. The coupling of the 
two is a shocking contradiction, of which the 
members of the Louisvilie convention ought 
to be ashamed and which Voorhees ought to 
blush at the idea of being called on to at- 
tem pt a justification for. The Democrats 
of Kentucky must feel that they have been 
brought to a pretty low pass by their self. 
constituted leaders when they are asked to 
vote for such a pitiabie combination as a de- 
based money man Jposing on an honest 
money platform.

Death to Prevent Continued III-Treat- 
ment at the Hands of Others Docking 
a Cruel, Needless Practice — Other In. 
stances of Cruelty. 

In the reading of a will of a gentleman 
lately deceased great offense was given in 
some quarters through one of the provisions 
therein. The rage in this particular case 


“Was the result of an order that all his pet 


animals, horses, and dogs, should be killed 
at his death. This is certainly very uncom- 
plimentary to the human race, and particu- 
larly so to the community in which he lived 
and to those on whom the care and use of 
the animals would devolve. However, when 
one thinks how many animals suffer at the 
hands of ignorant masters, and maSters, too, 
who are not 80 ignorant, one cannot help 
wishing that the above order were more fre- 
quently carried out. Of all the animals most 
abused and unable to complain of its many 
woes is the horse. If it were only endowed 
with audible powers of expression some of 
its troubles might be aleviated. 

The loudest cries for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals and especially to horses 
generally arise from women. This is all 
the more surpiising when one realizes that 
one of the most abominable and cruel out- 
rages on the equine race- namely: docking, 
is due to them. No doubt they all strongly 
deny this, but it is a well-known? fact that if 
they positively refused to ride behind horses 
thus maimed the custom would soon die out. 
The fair riders or whips look upon their well- 
grdomed steeds with a perfectly satisfied 
air, apparently utterly unconscious that in 
depriving them of all protection against 
summer pests, besides maiming them, they 
are equally as cruel as the wretch who flogs 
his poor beast. It is all heartlessness ap- 
plied in different manners. 

The poor animal suffers in silence at the 
mercy, so little shown, of brutal hack- 
drivers, equally brutal private coachmen, 
and last but not least the gentleman (7) 
whip. His life, alas, is in truth a tragedy.

A case in point is that 
of Algernon Brinsley Sheridan, an English 
person (born a gentleman), who a few weeks 
ago, after overriding a horse on the hunting 
field, causing it intense misery, insisted, in 
spite of-warnings, in trying to ride the beast 
home. The suffering horse went until it 
could go no further, whereupon Sheridan 
secured the services of a man to lead the 
horse, and he flogged it from behind. It fell 
down and died in a ditch. Sheridan was 
tried, fined and severely censured by the 
magistrate. Algernon Brinsley Sheridan— 
to give him his full title—is the son of Alger- 
non Thomas Brinsley Sheridan. of Frampton 
Court. Worthy son of a worthy father! 
(The latter defended his son’s conduct.) The 
editor of Today comments on the occurrence 
in the following caustic fashion: 

J have no feeling as regards young Mr. 
Sheridan personally, but it is just as well to 
let hunting men know what is thought ot 
such horrible blackguardism—not by senti- 
mentalists, but by plain men. Mr. Algernon 
Brinsley Sheridan of Frampton Court, Dor- 
setshire, is a hound (I apologize to the dog 
family for using the word: I am employing 
it merely in its literary sense) who ought to 
be whipped at the cart-tail from one end of 
the country to the other; and if society in 
Dorsetshire is not a collection of cold-blood- 
ed cads there is not a man or woman to 
whom his face is known who will not cross 
the road before passing him by.“ 

The conclusion is irresistible that the hu- 
mane man is wise in, guarding his pets 
against the fearful odds of — life by ar- 
ranging for their death immediately after 
his own demise. Until such time, at least, 
as it is no longer regarded as an evidence of 
fanaticism to sympathize with the suffer- 


ings of God's speechless creatures.—V ogue. 


Pastoral Writing. 
Fro he time when men first began to 
congregate in cities there has always ex- 


‘isted a longing, half real and half artificial, 


to depict the sights and sounds of a country 
life. This love of innocence and simplicity 
is in truth a love of the past, for the town- 
bred tradesman looked back with wistful 
eyes to the quiet existence of his rustic fore- 
fathers, and thought he saw there the peace 
that himself could not find. It was this feel- 
ing, presumably, that first gave origin to 
what we term pastoral poetry, and indeed a 
poet would ask for nothing better than na- 
ture and country scenes upon which to ex- 
ercise his genius. The pity was that so 
many others followed suit on the same lines, 
creating a fashion by copying the form with 
slight appreciation of the essence, 

Theocritus was well enough, but the taint 
of artificiality lies upon his earliest imita- 
tors. The Latin pastoral followed Bion and 
Moschus, and most succeeding poets have 
hung upon Virgil’s footsteps, so that it is 
not surprising that we find little natural 
force in the eclogues of Pope and Phillips, to 
say nothing of the earlier imitations of 
Boceaccio and his school. Spenser, it is true, 
has more of the country air in his She 
herd’s Calendar,“ but the bulk of his suc- 
cessors preferred Italian artifice to English 
originality, and since his time there has 
been no serious effort to revive the true 
bucolic poetry of Theocritus, unless possibly 
we accept the Gentle Shepherd of Allan 
Ramsay. Such poetry, indeed, should be 
always tinged with the hue of dialect, and 
the Scot's tongue is as 
as may be found for the Doric of the Sicilian 
poet. There is a passage of rustic amorous 
raillery in this eclogue of Ramsay’s as good 
as any between Daphnis and Menalcas—the 
lines beginning 
Last morning I was gay and early out, 

Upon a dike I leaned, glowering about, 

I saw my Meg come linking o’er the lea: 

I saw my Meg, but Meggy saw na’ me.”’ 

I wonder we have not more after this 
model instead of so many Strephons and 
Chloes, or (which are but little better) Hob- 
binols and Blowzalindas. We have not had 
many singers to this tune since the worthy 
Allan. In fact, pastoral poetry might well 
be revived again, not as a burlesque, after 
Gay's manner, but as a reality. There are 
other dialects, as has been proved in Dor- 
setshire, that would trip gayly enough to 
this measure, besides the Scotch. Indeed, 
I imagine that the world also a 
volume of Irish idyls, more or less in-the 
right vein.—The Westminster Review.

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ALLEGED ATTEMPT TO SWINDLE M. 
DIANA INSURANCE COMPANY. 


Mysterious Faneral at Columbus Followed 
by the Opening of the Grave, When the 
Coffin Is Found Empty—Alleged 
Man Insured for $3,000—Grave Nopbery 
Is Hinted At- Nicholson Law in Effect 
in Indiana=—Shot Dead by His Father- 
in-Law=—Other Northwest News. 

Columbus, Ind., July 2.—(Special.j—A 
telegram was received yesterday morning 
from Elwood announcing the death at Green- 
field of Thomas Myers, a nephew of Dr. Cox, 
who formerly resided at Clifford, and ordering 
the digamg of a grave at Liberty Grove for a 
grown person. . This was done and the Rev. 
Mr. Pond was invited to preach at the funeral. 
The coffin arrived overland at 4 o'clock and 
in the presence of a few friends and acquaint- 
ances of the family was lowered into the 
grave and a short sermon preached. The 
box was not opened as the people accompany- 
ang the remains said the body was not presént- 
able. The grave was filled and the funeral 
party left. 

This mornmg a stranger appeared at Clif- 
ford- shortly after the arrival of the early 
freight and demanded an investigation of the 
grave. William Butler, County Auditor elect, 
and T. G. McKinney and others went with the 
stranger to the grave and dug up the casket, 
when, to their surprise, there was nothing in 
it. This caused intense excitement for a time. 
The box ‘looked like it had been tampered 
with, while in the casket was an open link of 
u chain. Those who lowered the box declare 
it was as heavy as bodies usually are. The 
mystery cannot be explained. 

The man who was supposed to be dead and 
buried carried an insurance of $3,000 in the 
Indianapolis Order of Foresters. Little is 
known of Myers, but it is alleged there has 
deen an attempt to defraud an insurance com- 
pany or there has been a grave robbery. 

Greenfield, Ind., July 2.— [Special. —-June 
20 Thomas. Meyers, aged 24, F. A. Burnett, 
and T. A. Cox, claimmg to be a ductor, and 
all from Elwood, rented an oid store- 
room for a residence and a headquar- 
ters from which to sell fresh fish 
at Gem, a small couatry place, six 
miles from here. The suspicions of the 
owner of the property here, Votney Coldwell, 
were. aroused, as he knew it was no place to 
sell fish. Last week he went there to collect 
rent and Vox told him Meyers was sick with 
diphtheria, but he did not see Meyers, nor 
did any of the neighbors. Monday morning 
when the neighbors inguired how Meyers 
was they were told he had died from lung 
fever and heart disease. Nobody here saw 
Meyers when he was sick nor after he died. 


DYING STATEMENT IS NOT ADMITTED. 


Defense in the Johnson Murder Case at 
Galesburg Scores a Point. 
Galesburg, III., July 2.—[ Special. —Iu the 
trial of Ida Johnson tor the murder of her 
husband the prusecution today attempted to 
introduce the dying statement of Johnson and 
the effort was stoutly resisted by the defense 
on the ground it had not been shown John- 
son, when he made the statements, actually 
believed he was in danger of immediate death. 
The doctor attending Johnson swore he told 
Johnson he must die, but there was no posi- 
tive proof of Johnsen’s own state of mind. 
Judge Gienn ruled ugainst admitting the 
statement, the proof not showing conclusively 
that Johnson believed he was dying when he 
made it. This will allow the defendant to 
make a statement of what transpired before 
the shooting without fear of contradiction.

SCHOOL TEACHERS DISCUSS METHODS. 


Papers Read at the Conventlon- Reception 
to Visitors. 

The second annual sessions of the College 
and Preparatory School Teachers of English 
in the Western and Central States were opened 
yesterday at the University of Chicago. 

Prof. F. A. Blackburn of the University of 
Chicago has the conference in charge, the 
purpose of which is informally to discuss 
methods and limitations of instruction in 
English in preparatory and secondary schools. 

Two sessions of the conference were heid

“The=Study of English Literature in the 
Preparatory School.” 

In the afternoon Prof. Black burt will lead

in the preparatory school. The conference will 
also discuss we advisability of introducing 
Anglo-Saxon or old Engiish in the prepara- 
tory school.

MORAN’S CONSTRUCTION OF GREEN-

Ex-President Greenhut was defeated yester- 
day in whet was said to be an effort to tie up 
the sale of the whisky trust property to the 
Reorganization committee. Through his 
counsel, Edwin Walker, he filed a petition for 
leave to be made a codefendant with the re- 
organizers, the effect of which, had it been 
granted, would have made it easy for him to 
appeal from any order of sale. One of the 
most determined fights of the entire litiga- 
tion was made against the move, ending by 
Judge Showalter throwing the petition out of 
court. Arguments on the form of the order 
of sale, which was the occasion of the hear- 
ing—the Greenhut petition being incidental 
thereto—were not concluded, but probably 
they will be today and the court’s action, it is 
believed, will follow shortiy thereafter. The 
Reorganization com mittee ex press confidence 
they will get the order substantial.y as at 
present and thus to be able to take over and 
run the enterprise themselves. 

Mr. Walker presented the petition of the ex- 
President and Charles T. Lindsey when the 
court convened. In an argument of an hour 
and a half he urged their right to come in and 
resist the entry of the decree of sale, going 
largely into the legal phases of the question. 
Ex-Judge Moran, answering him, said the 
only purpose of the petitioners was to ob- 
struct the sale and by appeal seek to tieit up 
so it might go to ruin. Mr. Mayer followed, 
pointing out defects in the petitioners’ posi- 
tion. A. J. Eddy spoke for the petitioners 
and Mr. Walker made a final appeal before 
adjournment was taken for lunch, When 
court reconvened Judge Showalter announced 
he overruled the Greenhut motion. 

eee no grounds stated why they should 
be allowed to become intervenors. They 
stand here in the attitude of clalmants, said 
the court. 

Will Continue the Fight. 

Immediately it was announced another at- 
tempt would be made, Edwin Walker said 
he would file an amendea petition this morn- 
ing and also objections to the sale.

MAY ORGANIZE A NEW WHISKY TRUST 


Two Secret Sessions at Cincinnati~Com.- 
bine Report Denied. 

Cincinnati, O., July 2.—[Special.|—About 
thirteen local distilleries were represented at 
two meetings at the Chamber of Commerce 
here today, and, with the proviso handed in, 
fully thirty-five distributing houses in the 
West were represented. Several of the men 
ousted from the whisky trust were present, 
Ex-Treasurer of the trust William N. Hobart 
presided and George Deterle was Secretary. 
Among those present were Louis Teuscher 
and Isaac Ross, St. Louis, Mo.,; C. J. Hen- 
nessy, Chicago. The local men were William L. 
Hunt, representing Distiller Fleischmann; 
ex-Treasurer Lewis M. Greene, Abe Hoff- 
heimer, Lewis Block, J. L. Workum and 
Maurice J. Freiburg. The out-of-town vis- 
itors left for home tonight. 7 

The object of the meeting was to decide 
upon some concerted action by which all the 
distributers would benefit. At present the 
distributers practically act independently of 
each other, and they hoped to adopt some 
plan of harmonious action. They seek 
recogaition from the distillers whom 
they serve. The leaders sought to 
form a combination for mutual protection. 
Both meetings were secret and conflicting re- 
ports are abroad concerning them. One is 
that the preliminary steps toward organiza- 
tiom were actually taken and that another 
meeting is ta be called shortly for the pur- 
pose of deciding on a constitution, to elect 
officers, and decide whether the company 
shall handle the finished goods of the 
trust or of outside distilleries. The name of 
the company, it was reported, was to be the 
Western Distributing company. It was not 
intended to antagonize the trust just at 
present, 

A distiller who was present said there was a 
lack of enthusiasm, and denied that any or- 
ganization had been formed. This is one of 
many meetings that have been held at various 
times for several months past. 


STATE INSPECTION OF LIVE STOCK, 


Report on Cases at the Stock. Yards=Hydro- 
phobia and Glanders, 

Springfield, III., July 2.—[Special. |—At the 
meeting of the Illinois State Board of Live- 
Stock Commissioners today the report of the 
cattie inspected during the last week at Union 
Stock-Yurds, Chicago, was as follows: Num- 
ber inspected, 134; passed in the yards, 94;

as being unfit for food and tanked, 33. No 
cases of tuberculosis were discovered.

Police Arrest Tutee Culprits and Spoil 
Work of Secfet Service Officers. | 

Policemen Ales and Rapetta yesterday ar- 
rested three Italians, alleged counterfeiters, 
and locked them up at the Harrison Street 
Station. Capt. Koch said last night they 
would be turned over to the United States 
authorities today. Their names are Frank, 
Nicholas, and Ralph Buglia, the latter being 
but 9 years old.

Strong re- 
mained in Canada several years and then 
went to Cincinuati. where he changed his 
name to John C. Emery. The abduction of 
the lawyer was evidently inspired by revenge. 


PREPARED TO BUILD STEEL ELEVATORS. 


Land Purchased at Washington Heights by 
the New Warehouse Company. 

Five acres of lana in Washington Heights 
have been procured by the Chicago Pneu- 
matic Steel Warehouse company for the 
erection of elevators, mention of which was 
made in Tus Trisune a few months ago. 
The lots were bought quietly one at a time. 
The tract is located south of the Rock Island 
depot and is in the shape of a flatiron, 
at the junction of the Rock Island and the 
Pan-Handle. The capacity of the steel 
tanks to be built at once has nut yet been de- 
cided, but the concein expects uitimately to 
furnish in the neighborhood of 1,000,000 
bushels of storage room by constructing new 
tanks as they are needed.

FERRIS WHEEL LABOR TROUBLE ENDS. 


Several Incidents Occur in Connection with 
It. but Nothing Serious Happens. 

The labor troubles on the Ferris Wheel 
structure were settled yesterday when Con- 
tractor Cain paid his men and they prom- 
ised to report for duty today. Work may 
not be resumed, however, until Friday, as 
the men will probably take two days off to 
celebrate July 4. 

During the morning there was a lively 
fight across the street from the site of the 
big wheel. Trouble has been brewing for 
some days between a number of bricklayers 
working on a new building and some of the 
street car men employed at the car barns a 
half block north. One of the street car men 
ventured to walk past the new building yes- 
terday morning and was attacked by several 
of the bricklayers. He was being roughly 
handled when a cable train came along 
with one of the biggest gripmen on the North 
Side at the lever.

COMPLETES A TRAGIC FAMILY HISTORY. 


Bennett Children Poison Themselves - 
Mother Follows Their Example. 

Jeffersonville, Ind., July 2.—[Special.}— 
Investigation makes it a certainty the poison 
which killed little Lottie and Omer Bennett 
was not administered by the mother. The 
children of their own [free will swallowed the 
deadly drugs. Previous to their death the

ARABS HUGELY ENJOY FREE BATS- 
ING AT LINOOLN PARK. 


Hundreds of Boys, with and Withgut Ap- 
propriate Suits, Have Aquatic Fun of a 
Hilarious Kind- Gil, Too, Appreciate 
the PrivilegePlans Making for a Tem- 
porary Natatorium<Checking-Room to 
Be Established and Expert Swimmers 
to Be Employed td Protect Bathers. 


The small boy on the North Side has taken 
possession of the sandy stretch of beach in 
Lincoln Park as a summer resort. The small 
boy reads the papers, and when he learned 
yesterday that the Lincoln Park Board had 
decided in favor of a free bathing resort, 
to be established south of Diversey 
street along the lake-shore, he made a 
“bee line” for the aquatic recreation. 
The majority of him forgot the necessary 
bathing suit but this, being a small matter, 
was casily disposed of. The first lad to enter 
the unsalted sea did soin precisely the same 
suit in which he entered the world, but being 
expostulated with by a policemun he waded 


ashore, found his tattered shirt, and, tymg the 


sleeves about his waist, allowed the remainder 
of the garment to dangle after the manner of 
the sea-weed skirt worn by the South Sea 
Islanders. 

This was shortly before 9 a.m. Ten; min- 
utes later there were not leser than/haifa 
hundred street arabs plunging and splashing 
about in the surf, All day long the number 
continued to increase. In the afternoon thou- 
sands of people were watching the bathers, 
and at one time there were as many as 300 in 
the water at once. 

Near the sanitarium building about twenty 
little girls were tumbing in the 
water and on the , sandy beach. 
There was no place for the littieones to dress, 
but they managed it just the same, Tents and 
screens were improvised with shawis and 
wraps, which served as dressing-rooms for the 
girls. The boys were not sv particular. 

It, was not intended by the park officials 
that the public bathing should commence so 
soon, aving given permission, however, 
without fixing a date they could not back out 
and the small boy evidentiy took it for 
granted that the order wus to take effect at 
once. 

The bathing-suit question was what worried 
the bathers more thau anything else yester- 
day. The unexpected boon of being allowed 
to bathe in the lake within the city limits 
found the boys totally unprepared, Some of 
them surmounted the obstacle by taking an 
extra suit or a Part of one. One smali boy 
with a shock of red hair wore a pair of trous- 
ers which evidently were made fora much 
larger member of his family. Several 
times he was 80 unfortunate as 
to sim entirely out of the garment, thereby 
incurring the serious displeasure of the 
guardian of public morals, who was the busi- 
est policeman in Chicago yesterday. 

George W. Weber, Secretary of the Lincoln 
Park Board. said yesterday that the work of 
fitting up the temporary natatorium will be 
commenced at once. We will be obliged to 
do it.“ he said. The question is forcing it- 
self upon us and the work cannot be delayed, 
The pian which will probably be adopted is to 
beach a couple of scows on tne sand and build 
temporary dressing rooms on them. Some- 
thing must be done quickly.“ 

The city officials have promised aid in erect- 
ing the bathing pavilion, but nothing has been 
done yet, It is the wish of the park officials 
to carry out the original scheme of building a 
twenty-foot pier out in the lake at least 1,000 
feet. This would insure a sandy beach 3,000 
feet in length, where tens of thousands of 
people could bathe daily. It would involve 
an expenditcre of many thousands of dollars 
and coaid not be accomplished before next 
scusOon. 

In the meantime the park officials will do 
all in their power to take care of the crowds 
of bathers. A checking-room will be estab. 
lished where va uables can be deposited, and 
expert swimmers will be employed to look 
after the safety of the bathers, The board 
has voted to spend $1,500 and more funds 
will be furnished wnen needed. Considerable 
assistance is ex pected from the city.

Kesponda to Bull Reports, 

Rates for money are easier. There has 
been a distinct change with the beginning of 
the new month. A great deal of money was 
paid up at some of the banks yesterday and 

‘the day before, and a large number of wheat 

loans were liquidated. Those banks making 

a specialty of call loans find they have sud- 

denly got a large amount of idle money on 

their hands. Banks which have been hold- 

ing firmly to the 5 per cent rate dropped to 4 

per cent yesterday and were seeking borrow- 

ers. The President of one of the big trust 
companies said he had $1,500,000 to $2,000,- 

000 which he would loan at 4 per cent. He 

said there was no use dropping the rate be- 

low 4, for if borrowers wanted it at all they 

would take it at that rate. It looks like a 

period of easy money through the summer 

months. 

Calumet Dock was the most interesting 
security on the list yesterday. It is a long 
time since trading in that stock has been on 
anything like such an active scale. The pass- 
age of the Calumet and Blue Island ordi- 
nance was one of the chief points which the 
bulls were making use of. The building of 
that road, they. calculated, would be of ma- 


terial advantage to the property of that 


company, while there would be direct and 
immediate advantage of the sale of some 
$20,000 worth of right of way to the railroad 
company. Then there was talk of a sugar 
refinery. The new management is operating 
on a rather different theory than the compa- 
ny has been managed on heretofore. Much 
more attention is being paid to the sale of 
small lots, and there is an excellent outlook 
for a driving trade in that property. A full 
employment of labor at the South Chicago 
rolling mills and the general advance in 
wages, which went into effect this week, 
seems bound to lead to the purchase of a 
large number of inexpensive lots and the 
building of cheap homes, The company is 
looking after that feature of the business 
with care. There ts no doubt but the record 
of sales for this year will be far more sut- 
isfactory than it was for last year. 

Stockholders of the London Contract com- 
pany have an astonishing piece of good news 
in store fer them. They are to receive still 
another dividend of 4 per cent, following the 
4 per cent dividend just paid them. The offi- 
clals of the company here are not very clear 
as to just what the reason for these quickdy 
succeeding dividends is. F. S. Winston in- 
formed the Stock Exchange yesterday that 
he had just received a cable from London 
announcing the declaration of an interim 
dividend by the London and Chicago Con- 
tract corporation at the rate of 4 per cent 
on the original capital of the company. This 
dividend is in addition to the one paid last 
year, and is declared from the earnings for 
the nine months ending June 30, 1805. Par- 
ticulars regarding the date of the payment 
and the closing of transfer books were not 
received. 

Alley Elevated stock was strong on the 
prospect of some vigor being introduced into 
the policy of the management. The man- 
agement is doing some figuring on the cost 
of converting the motive power to electric- 
ity. The matter has gone no further thana 
mere inquiry. But the fact alone that there 
are indications of an intention, to take some 
energetic steps was enough to bring a lot of 
buying orders into the market.. The stock 
advanced to 15. It was noticeable that there 
was a good demand for regular stock, nearly 
all the morning sales —— regular. It is 
evident the public is beginning to regard all 
elevated securities with much more favor. 
They see possibilities of great improvement 
in the situation of the elevated companies 
through the use of electricity and the conse- 
quent reduction of expenses. They are be- 
eoming convinced the loop is really to be 
bullt and it is likely to be ready for use 
much sooner than a good many have been 
counting on. These plans for decreasing ex- 
penses and improving the down-town termi- 
nal, together with plans for bullding feed- 
ers, open possibilities for putting any of the 
roads on a basis whieh would make the 
stocks at present quotations look decidedly 
cheap. The public is undoubtedly becom- 
ing pretty generally convinced the worst is 
over in the elevated railroad affairs, and the 
future is beginning to have some promise. 

Bank clearings yesterday were in keeping 
with the activity which came with the first 
of the month at the banks. The clearings 
were $23,847,000. 

West Chicago Street railroad stock shows 
no strength. Quotations sagged off to 1288. 
The few traders who have speculative hold- 
ings of West Chicago seem to be getting 
gradually discouraged over their inability 
to advance the price, and there is a throwing 
overboard of long stock every day. Favora- 
ble reports of earnings are to be had, though 
nothing in detail is given out with any 
stamp of authenticity. A number of cross- 
town lines will be started this week, power 
to be furnished from the new West Side 
power-house. 

The Stock Exchange will take a long ad- 
journment over the July holiday. The ex- 
change will close this afternoon and not re- 
open until Monday morning, July &. 

Sterling exchange was still firmer yester- 
day, quotations advancing about 1-32. There 
was talk of gold exports in New York, but 
there was probably no foundation for the 
rumor. A small amount of gold in transit 
from Cuba will be reshipped Saturday to 
France. The New York stock market was 
chilled near the close by these rumors of

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OARS STILL UNPROVIDED WITH 


Act of Congress Compelling the Equip- 
ment of All Cats with Safety Coupling 
and Other Devices Passed Over Two 
Years Ago to Become Operative July 1, 
1895—Railroads Have Paid No Atten- 
tion to It- They Now Piead F >verty and 
Want More Time—News and Notes. 


Judging from present indications no more 
earnest effort will be made by the railroad 
companies to carry out the law passed by 
Congress in 1803, entitled. An act to pro- 
mote the safety of employés and travel- 
ers upon railroads compelling common car- 
riers engaged in inter-State commerce to 
equip their cars with automatic couplers 
and continuous brakes, and their locomo- 
tives with driving wheel brakes, and for 
other purposes,” and which went into ef- 
fect last Monday, ‘than has been made to 
carry out the provisions of the inter-State 
commerce law. —— 

This new law is of the greatest importance, 
as it is designed to prevent loss of lives and 


accidents to travelers and trainfnen. The 


railroads have had nearly two years anda 
half in which to apply the safety devices 
mentioned above to their cars, Yet inquiry 
develops the fact that more than one-half 
of the railroad companies in this country 
have thus far taken no steps to put the re- 
quired safety appliances on their cars, and 
few, if.dmy roads are able to, report that all 
their cars have been supplied with these ap- 
plHances. The excuse for not complying with 
the provisions of the new law given by the 
railroad companies previous to the time 
when the law went into effect is, that owing 
to the hard times and the financial de- 
pression they could not afford to spend the 
money necessary to alter their cars and put 
on the required appliances. It is found that 
it costs but about $5 a car to change it soas 
to come up to the requirements of the new 


law, but so many cars are to be altered, rail- 


road officials say, as to bring the total 
amount required up to quite a large sum. 
The Burlington, for instance, has over 15,000 
cars which have to be altered in order to 
bring them within the provisions of the law, 
and this would require an outlay of $75,000 
for this company alone. The Rock Island 
has about 10,000 cars to alter which would 
require a total expense of $50,000. But if 
the railroads had commenced to make the 
necessary alterations when the law was first 
passed by Congress about two years anda 
half ago, the yearly & pense would not have 
been very great and they would now be 
prepared to report a compliance with the 
law instead of pleading excuses for their 
neglect. Some of the roads also would 
have probably sayed more than the altera- 
tion of the cars would have cost by the 
prevention of accidents. 

The railroads cannot plead insufficiency of 
time for not making the required alterations 
on their cars and locomotives. When the

STRONG OPPOSITION TO TROLLEYS ON 
BUSINESS STREETS.

Question of Granting the Overhead Wire 
Privilege to the South Side Company 
At a Meeting of Business-Men It Is Re- 
solved That an Underground Wire Should 
Be Laid Because the Other System Would 
Injure Clark Street and the Entire 
City. 5 


If the South Side street car company gets 
its trolley in Clark street between Twenty- 
second and Washington streets it will only 
be after a hard fight. Mayor Swift would 
not discuss the matter yesterday, but he is 
known to be bitterly opposed to the trolley 
on down-town business streets. Commiss- 
ioner of Public Works Kent was exceedingly 
careful that the North Side company in 
placing its trolley in Lake street should not 
exceed the provisions of its franchise, and 
the Mayor, it is believed, will guard against 
trolley wires with a jealous disapproval. 

The ordinance got past the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South without trouble 
and is now in the Council. Itis believed the 
intention is to call th® measure up Monday 
night and put it through. The South Side 
company has been exceedingly fortunate in 
receiving favors from the Council, and if 

the property-owners expect to defeat the 
Measure it is believed they will have to be 
exceedingly active. It is thought the Mayor 
will veto the ordinance if it passes. 

A number of prominent merchants or their 
representatives held a meeting at the office 
of MeNeil Bros., No. 201 Clark street, and 
discussed every phase of the subject. The 
result of their deliberations is expressed in 
the following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: . 

Resolved. That it is the sense of this 
meeting that it would be a serious injury to 
Clark street and to the entire City of Chi- 
cago to permit an overhead system of wires 
in the center of the city, and that this meet- 
ing is heartily in favor of an underground 
electric system.“ 

The significance of this resolution will be 
seen when it is known who the men were 
who adopted it. Besides Bryan Lathrop, 
who represented Marshal! Field & Co., Hen- 
ry Field, and the Fair, there were John P. 
Boddie, D. MeCarthy, McNeill Bros., H. 
Boldenweck, Jacob Franks, B. Berlizheimer, 
H. B. Peabody, Howard Henderson, H. M. 
Marks, and a representative of the Hoyne 
estate. These men represent no less than 
570 feet of the frontage between Van Buren 
and Washington streets. Some of them, it 
is true, had previously signed the company’s 
petition for permission to introduce electric 
power, but they soon became convinced that 
they had made a serious mistake.

DOWIE’S HOSPITAL PHYSICIAN OON- 
SIDERS FAITH SUPERIOR. 


At the Coroner's Inquest Over the Body of 
Mra. Burke Dr. Speicher Says He Has 
Quit Administering Medleine- He Is- 
sues a Certificate of Death Without 
Attending the Case—Health Depart- 
ment Will Investigate the Home- City 
Docters Enraged, . 

Commissioner of Health William Kerr 
will probably take a hand in the Dowie case 
today as a result of the revelations devel- 
oped by the death of Mrs. Magdaline Burke, 
who died in one of Dowie's homes, % No. 
6030 Edgerton avenue. 

Mr. Kerr received the following statement 
from Dr. Malcolm Gunn and Dr. George C 
Hunt based on the Burke inquest: 

‘“ We have herewith to present our report 
on the inquest of the woman who died at Dr. 
Dowie's establishment. 

“We reached the inquest at 12:15 and 
found Dr. John G. Speicher on the stand. 
His testimony was that he had signed a cer- 
tificate of death. -Cause, ‘ heart trouble.’ 
Being asked whether he treated the case or 
not, he said he did. When further ques- 
tioned, said that he did not believe in the 
efficacy of. medicine, with the exception of 
some few drugs, which he did not enumer- 
ate. Being further questioned, denied that 
he did treat the case, saying no one received 
treatment at the establishment. The vari- 
ous cases were prayed with and Divine aid 
invoked. 

It resolves itself into this question: That 
he signed a certificate of death without hav- 
ing treated the case, which he of course had 
no right to do, or is guilty of criminal negli- 
gence, and in our opinion his license should 
be revoked by the State Board of' Health. 

„The fact that he possesses this license to 
practice from the State Board of Health ren- 
dered the Coroner powerlese to act any fur- 
ther in the case. 

Attached you will find the report of the 
Coroner's inquest. Respectfully, 

‘* MALCOLM Du xx, M. D. 
Go. C. Hunt, M. D.“ 

At the Coroner’s inquest it was decided 
that Mrs. Magdaline Burke, whose remains 
were removed from No. 6050 Edgerton ave- 
nue Monday night, died of organic heart dis- 
ease. 

Deputy Coroner Buckley conducted the 
inquest, although Coroner McHale was pres- 
ent. Dr. Mitchell made a post-mortem exam- 
ination and reported to the jury that the de- 
ceased died of heart disease. Dr. Dowie did 
not attend the inquest. Dr. Speicher admit- 
ted having issued the death certificate and 
proved his right to do so by producing a 
physician’s diploma and certificate from the 
Board of Health. 

John Burke, the principal witness, testi- 
fied that his mother had been in poor health 
for some time and that her death was mo- 
mentarily expected. The jury accepted Dr. 
Speicher’s certificate, but Dr. Speicher and 
Dr. Malcolm Gunn of the City Health De- 
partment indulged in a lively tilt over the 
matter. 

Investigation is to be made by the Health 
Department. We may be able to reach 
Dr. Speicher yet,“ said Dr. Gunn at the in- 
quest. The law says a physician cannot 
issue a death certificate in a case where he 
has not attended the person who died.”’ 

Dr. Reilley said: ‘“‘ One important point 
is this: Dr. Dowie says he is not conducting 
a hospital, and consequently is violating 
none of the city’s ordinances on that score. 

Dr. Speicher, however, issues death cer- 
tificates, and with the issuanee of such the 
presumption is that he has been attending 
the deceased. It may be that it is Dowie's 
intention to keep Dr. Speicher at the home 
simply to avoid the law. Jf that is the case 
it is certainly a matter for the de ‘partment 
to investigate, and I shall take it up with 
Commissioner Kerr at once.”’ 


ELI PERKINS ON FREE COINAGE. 


How It Would Work to Discafd Gold and 
Adopt Silver Monometallism. 

Eli in the New York Sun: A man was ex- 
pressing the manuscript of a book and a box 
of electro cuts to illustrate it to Chicago pub- 
lishers yesterday. The book was entitled 
“Eli Perkins on Money—Gold or Silver?” 
Mr. Perkins volunteered this explanation: 

It is an answer to Coin and all the farce 
coiners. I have had the assistance of Mr. 
Carlisle and Supt. Preston of the Mint, and I 
try in this book to show in plain, simple An- 
glo-Saxon, that a house painter can under- 
stand, that the arguments of the free coinage 
people are simply wind and Whitewash.”’ 

Are you a bimetallist in this book? was 
asked, 

“Certainly. Every civilized nation uses the 
two metals—gold and silver—but the United 
States is the only Nation that has coined as 
much silver as gold, We have been rank bi- 
metallists. We have stood by silver too long. 
We have coined $625,300,000 worth of sil- 
ver and $626,600,000 worth of gold.“ 

„What have the other great nations 
coined?’ was asked. 

„Why. they have coined less than half as 
much as we have. England (the United King 
dom) has coined and has on hand $112 000. : 
000 worth of \silver and $550,000,000 in 
gold; France has $492,200,000 in silver and 
$825,000,000 in gold; Germany has only 
$215,000,000 in silver and $625,000,000 in 
gold; Russia has only $48,000,000 in silver 
and $455, 000,000 in gold.“ 

“Then we have coined about as much silver 
as all of them together?“

silver; conan’ has coined $13,000,000 in 
gold and notacent of silver; and Germany 
has coined $49,000,000 in gold and only 
$4,500,000 in silver. They have been hug- 
ging the shore, while our miners and Popu- 
lists have piloted us into deep water.“ 

„How much silver is there for each person 
in the big nations? 

„We have $0 in silver for each 
this oo rhe K but the people only take 70 
cents. kick $8 back into the Treasury. 
Eug land ated $2.88 per person, Germany has 
$4.35, and France $12, but $9 of it lies idle 
aud all silver coinage is stopped, and their red 
lantern hangs out. 

Some nations have free coinage?’’ sug- 
gested the reporter, 

**Certainly—and look at their condition! 
They are bankrupt. Our silver dollar is still 
worth 100 cents in gold anywhere on earth, 
But in the free coinage nations, like Mexico, 
Japan, China, and Iadia, where free coinage 
has bankrupted those nations, their dollars 
are worth 50 cents. They have no gold. 
Gold flea with free coinage. It will do so 
again. 

„China has no gold at all, you say?“ 

„None at all. China has $750,000,000 
worth of 50-cent silver, but no gold; India 
has $950,000,000 in silver and no gold; 
Spain, wrecked by too free coinuge of siiver, 
has $166,000,000 in silver and $40,000,000 
in gold; and Mexico has 550,000, 000 in sil- 
ver and $5,000,000 in gold.“ 

How much money to the man, woman, 
and child circulates in those free coinage 
countries? 

China has $2.26, while the Drited States 
has $25; Mexico has $5, India $3.33, and 
Japan $6. There is poverty for you!“ 

** Who suffers from free coinage there? 

Every one. Every man has lost half his 
wealth. A man in Japan, Mexico, Chira, or 
India who was worth $1,000 thirty years ago 
is worth 6500 today, The pay of the laborer 
has not been changed, but a man who gets 10 
cents a day in China, Japan, 
gets five. 

When I went to China,” continued Mr. 
Perkins, my letter of credit called for 
$5,000 in American dollars, When I got 
tnere I found $10,300 to my credit in Mex- 
ican or Japanese dollars. Seu who has ever 
lost anything by the American dollar? Nota 
man. It is as good as gold. Our good gov- 
ernment has put gold under it. But coin- 
age would break the camel's back. It would 
* to the level of Mexico and India.

5 zan gold would hide away. Then we are 
now exporting annually $40,000,000 worth 
of commercial silver and selling enough to 
make a dollar for te. That is 32 to 1.

With the government paying 
a double value for silver, exportation would 
cease and the government would pay the 
miners $80,000,000 for what they are now 
selling for $40, 000, 000.
